Icy road conditions are said to 
have been the cause of a bad 
accident which occurred at the 
Hillcrest railroad crossing at 12.15 
p.m. Sunday when the taxi driven 
by Lou Clary and a C.P.R. en¬ 
gine collided. 

Mr. Clary was taking a passen¬ 
ger to Hillcrest and was travel¬ 
ling down the steep incline to¬ 
wards the railroad crossing. As 
he was nearing it he noticed the 
approach of the engine. He ap¬ 
plied his brakes hut the tires 
failed to get traction on the icy 
hill and the car started to swerve. 
Seeing that to swerve more would 
cause him to be hit “dead on” he 
gave the car the gas and tried to 
get as far across the track as 
possible before being hit. Fortun¬ 
ately the car responded as it did 
for the engine caught the back 
half and crushed a considerable 
portion of it before throwing it 
off the track to the side of the 
road. Mr. Clary suffered some 
body bruises and a bruised arm 
vvhile the passenger is said to have 
suffered a bruised knee. 

As a result of the accident the 
children at Sentinel, who are 
brought daily to the local schools 
by Mr. Clary were unable to at¬ 
tend school on Monday. Mr. Clary 
secured another car on Tuesday 
and has resumed his taxi business.

Burst Water Pipes Add to

Local citizens shivered with the 
rest of southern Alberta at the 
week-end as the temperature drop¬ 
ped to 40 degrees below on Sun¬ 
day morning. On Saturday morn¬ 
ing it was recorded at 20 below 
and on Monday morning it was 
again recorded at 20 below. 

Householders were kept busy 
stoking fires in order to keep 
homes warm and water pipes from 
freezing. 

A number of homes had the 
water pipes frozen Sunday morn¬ 
ing and several of them resulted 
in burst pipes. One party had the 
pipes frozen and When neighbors 
had helped thaw them out it was 
found the hot water tank had been 
burst along with a hot water pipe 
and a cold water pipe. It was a case 
of water, water everywhere. 

On Monday some of the school 
children were sent home before 
twelve o’clock when the tempera¬ 
ture of the rooms failed to rise 
sufficiently to make it comfort¬ 
able for them. 

Wreckers at the garages were 
kept busy Saturday getting cars 
started, while motorists called it 
“quits” when they found the cold 
had killed their batteries. Still 
others had their batteries des¬ 
troyed by the frost.

Canada's Mineral Wealth 

CANADA IS FORTUNATE in being able, through the wealth of her 
natural resources, to contribute a great deal to the supplies and equipment 
of the fighting forces of the United Nations. The importance of our agri¬ 
cultural products in this regard is known to be enormous, and in a like 
manner, Canada's mineral resources are contributing vitally needed materials 
for the armed forces of our own country and those of our Allies. Great 
areas of our country, particularly in the northern Sections, contain rich 
mineral deposits, and mining has always been one of our largest industries. 
The great importance of metals in making materials of war, however, has 
placed this industry in an increasingly important position, and every effort 
has been made here to increase and speed up the supply of minerals needed 
for qrms and equipment. In many cases this expansion will have a last¬ 
ing effect on Canada’s industrial development.

Ontario. It is said that Canada produces 95% of 
the nickel used by the United Nations. The supply of this metal has in¬ 
creased greatly since the outbreak of the war. but even with this rapid 
expansion, there has been difficulty in keeping up with the growing demand 
for it. At present an intensive effort is being made to salvage nickel from 
scrap metals, to supplement the supply of the primary metal. The uses of 
nickel in war equipment are many, the most important being in defense 
forms of armament, such as armour plate and gun shields. It is widely 
used, too, in the manufacture of an armour plate of nickel steel, of the 
type employed to protect battleships. It is also used in many ways in the 
manufacture of naval and army equipment. 

In a recent report on Canada’s mineral production, 
Dr. Charles Camsell, Deputy Minister of Mines and 
Al*© Exported Natural Resources for the Dominion Government, 
" stated that Great Britain uses large quantities of 

Canadian-produced nickel, copper, lead, zinc and mercury, and that the 
United States is dependent almost entirely upon Canada for its require¬ 
ments of nickel and asbestos. Prior to the war, the report continued, Can¬ 
ada exported more than 90% of its non-ferrous metals, but because of the 
growth of our war industries we now use 65% of the copper produced here, 
40%o of the zinc, and 25% of the lead. Canada's aluminum industry has 
expanded greatly due to the importance of that metal in the production of 
aircraft. As in other primary industries, shortages of labor and scarcity 
of supplies due to war conditions, have proved detrimental to the fullest 
development of our mineral resources at this time, but in spite of this factor, 
Canada’s mines are making a vitally important contribution towards a 
United Nations’ victory.

The consumption of liver in Canada is still not what it should be if 
Canada's official food rules were universally observed. These rules advise 
the use of liver, heart or kidney at least once a week. All these are ex¬ 
cellent sources of protein, iron and the B vitamins. Of the three, however, 
liver is the most valuable because of its high vitamin A content. Beef and 
pork liver both have a higher nutritive value than calves’ liver, though the 
latter remains the most expensive. 

A moderate to small portion—less than 3C ounces—of beef liver pro¬ 
vides, in addition to its readily assimilated protein the following amounts 
of minerals and vitamins. 

Vitamin A—more than a day's needs 

Thiamin or Vitamin B—about 1 5 of a day’s needs 

Riboflavin or Vitamin B2—approximately a day’s needs 

Iron—at lesist */ 2 of a day's needs. 

Vitamin A gives protection against night blindness and increases re¬ 
sistance to infection; thiamin is necessary for carbohydrate metabolism and 
adequate morale; too little riboflavin leads to sores at the corners of the 
mouth and inflamation of the cornea of the eyes; and too little iron leads 
to the very prevalent anaemia from which a large proportion of Canadian 
women suffer. 

Liver may be on the expensive side but looked at from the money's 
worth point of view it is a good investment. If you can take your liver 
straight, here are two appetizing recipes: 

Liver In Casserole 

Pour boiling water over liver, let it stand for five minutes. Re¬ 
move skin and any mebranes. Dip liver in seasoned flour, and brown 
in hot greased frying pan. Add a little water and simmer’for 10 min¬ 
utes. Put alternate layers of liver and sliced onion in a greased cas¬ 
serole, add liquid from the meat and cover and bake for 40 minutes 
In a moderate oven. 

Braised Liver 

Have liver sliced ’i inch thick. Melt fat in frying pan, when hot 
put in liver, and brown on both sides. Add a small quantity of water, 
cover, cook below boiling point for 20 minutes. Season with salt and 
pepper. If onions are desired, slice thinly and cook with liver, thicken 
any remaining liquid to make gravy. 

If your family has to have it disguised, try this method: 

Liver Loaf 

One pound beef or pork liver, two cups bread crumbs, one medium 
onion, V4 cup tomato juice or vegetable juice, one teaspoon salt. 

Put liver through the meat grinder. Add bread crumbs, onion, 
tomato and salt. Put in greased baking dish and place in pan con¬ 
taining warm water. Bake slowly 30 to 40 minutes.

milk or buttermilk. The pig grower 
who has these dairy by-products has 
a tremendous advantage. But many 
farmers do not have these milk pro¬ 
ducts and cannot get them; in such 
cases, the feeder should turn to a 
meat by-product such as tankage, or 
better still, a mixed protein concen¬ 
trate. Commercial pig concentrates 
are being sold quite widely and for 
the most part, they are dependable. 
A farmer, if he chooses, can prepare 
his own concentrate by mixing tank¬ 
age, fish meal, linseed oil meal and 
alfalfa meal in proper proportions. 
The essential point about such mix¬ 
tures is that they contain some pro¬ 
tein material of animal origin, tank¬ 
age, meat meal or fish meal. The 
feeder of pigs has been inclined to 
ask himself if he can afford to feed 
tankage or a mixed concentrate, when 
the price of these is considerably 
above the market value of faim 
grains. The answer is plain; at cur¬ 
rent prices for grains, pigs and con¬ 
centrates, the feeder simply cannot 
afford not to use a good supplement 
that will contribtue to the best use 
of grains and the health and vigour 
of the pigs. Let it be remembered 
that a well-constituted concentrate is 
superior nutritionally, to tankage 
alone. 

Care Of Breeding Herd 

“The farmer’s responsibility in the 
present effort does not cease with the 
breeding of sows; we must do all 
possible to see that care is given to 
the breeding herd through the winter 
months, so that strong and lusty 
litters will be produced; and after 
that, that losses be minimized. Atten¬ 
tion to detail during the period be¬ 
fore farrowing will pay dividends. 
Sows, for example, should be kept in 
a medium state of fatness, i.e., neither 
very fat nor very thin. We have 
observed too, that a ljzne supplement, 
about 1/2 to 1% of ground limestone 
in the grain, to brood sows during 
winter months will result in more 
certain milk supply at farrowing and 
more milk later. Furthermore, there 
will be no excuse for the loss of whole 
litters due to hairlessness in the new- 
horn pigs. This condition reflects an 
iodine deficiency that can be easily 
and cheaply prevented by supplying 
some potassium iodide to the sows. 
The favourite method consists of dis¬ 
solving an ounce of potassium iodide 
in a gallon of water, keeping the 
liquid in a stone jar or crock, if an 
empty one can be found, and giving 
the sows a tablespoonful each, two 
or three times a week for the two 
months before farrowing. 

"All pigs should be getting some 
salt and a little later, when the win¬ 
ter litters or early spring litters are 
coming, it will be necessary to attend 
to the particular needs of the suck¬ 
lings that are being reared on cement 
or board floors; these young pigs 
need earth sods or an iron supple¬ 
ment like iron sulphate, or both. If 
this is not attended to anaemia will 
develop resulting in the loss of very 
much needed pigs to fill our quota 
and do all we should to keep Britain’s 
people properly nourished. 

The Help Problem 

"The percentage of pigs that die 
before attaining market weight is all 
too high. It is obviously as import¬ 
ant to halt pig losses as it is to 
extend our breeding programme. This 
suggests a number of other consider¬ 
ations as well as that of nutrition; it 
Suggests warm quarters at farrow¬ 
ing; it suggests a guard rail in the 
farrowing pen; it suggests good 
( sanitation and clean ground that will 
j reduce the threat of loss from para¬ 
sites and disease; and it suggests the 
best use of pasture crops in the sum¬ 
mer season. 

“Now, the first thing is to secure 
some additional breeding stock 
wherever the help situation will per¬ 
mit an enlarged tnterprise, and second, 
to make the entire herd function as 
efficiently as possible. The Depart- 
| ment of Agriculture, the Experimental 
farms and the Agricultural College 
I are ready to help if more information 
I is desired. From these institutions 
j bulletins and leaflets on swine pro- 
jduction, are available merely for the 
asking; these contain more valuable 
detail about breeding, feeding, the 
of the self-feeder and so on, than 
n able to give in a short address. 
‘Saskatchewan is asked to enlarge 
and extend pig production by 70% 
this year. Another sow on every farm 
will about do it.

Combatting the Cold Spell 

As this is written the outside temperature is 30 de¬ 
grees below zero, a slight improvement over Sunday 
morning’s 42 below. A few degrees more or less makes 
little difference, once you become accustomed to Arctic 
weather. The office temperature is holding steadily at 
5o degrees, so we wear a sweater or two and thick 
socks. Things generally are cold. If you do not bring 
in the morning milk from the doorstep as soon as it is 
left by the milkman, you will find it is just a chunk and 
a cracked bottle. Which reminds us that years ago in 
England they used to tell the school children that it was 
so cold in Canada that the milk was delivered in frozen 
blocks. We now know how this impression originated. 

Despite such low temperature, the sun shines, and 
trains, buses and transport trucks continue to travel. 
Even airplanes at the R.C.A.F. training schools take 
to the air, their exhausts making a peculiar cracking 
noise in the frosty atmosphere. Pilots learning to fly in 
this western country, which offers a variety of weather 
conditions unequalled anywhere, should be able to 
fly anywhere in the world. 

Reflecting on how to combat the cold and what to 
write in this “kolyum,” we suddenly spy a copy of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King’s broadcast on Tem¬ 
perance. Reading it doesn’t help to raise the tempera¬ 
ture, though in the Army and elsewhere rum is con¬ 
sidered a mighty good thing to stimulate some heat, to 
arouse a little enthusiasm- On a cold frosty morning 
the study of the prime minister’s address is not con¬ 
ducive towards generating heat, therefore we put it 
aside. There is a paragraph though which catches our 
eye and is worthy of mention: 

“Few would venture to deny the advantages of tem¬ 
perance in increasing the efficiency of a nation at war. 

Yet many hesitate to advocate its benefits and to set 
the necessary example. As we all know, many persons, 
young and old, accept stimulants merely because they 
think it is expected of them. They do not wish to oc¬ 
casion embarrassment to others by a refusal to take 
what is off ered to them by way of hospitality. To most 
sensitive natures, it requires much more courage not 
to yield to some social habits, or fashion, or custom, 
than it does to face physical danger and peril. The high¬ 
est chivalry always demands consideration of the feel¬ 
ings of others. A change of attitude in some things at 
a time of war might even be made to constitute a new 
code of honor.” 


“We Are Not Alone” 

Reports of annual meetings of Red Cross branches in 
the towns of the province, as gleaned from weekly 
newspapers, indicate that these are attended by very 
few people. The same applies to annual meetings of 
ratepayers. The Lacombe Globe states: 

“The vernacular of the street—Let George Do It— 
was never more evident than at the annual public meet¬ 
ing of Lacombe Red Cross branch held last Monday 
night. Although due advertising was given this impor¬ 
tant annual event, the large (?) number of ten people 
turned out to find out what they could do to help along 
this splendid work.” 

There is a general disinclination of people to attend 
meetings. Listening to statistics and financial reports 
it is admitted is not particularly interesting, yet much 
time is given by those who keep the records and see 
that every dollar subscribed is accounted for, while 
faithful women meet weekly to sew and make up 
parcels. 

Then, when these people make up reports of work 
done, money subscribed, and all other work done during 
the year, too often it is just themselves who are present 
at the annual meeting. In the face of lack of interest on 
the part of the general public, they continue to carry 
on- Verily virtue is its own reward. 

The very least that the general public can do is to 
see that when the appeal for funds is made, that they 
remember that the money they may give has been more 
than equalled many times over by the time and effort 
of bands of women throughout the land whose work 
is carried on week after week so that Red Cross sup¬ 
plies may go forward in a steady stream to army and 
civilian hospitals and war stricken people. 

Keep Your War Bonds and Certificates 

Your money invested in Victory Bonds or War Sav¬ 
ings Certificates should serve for the duration. Some 
people, not being able to.resist tempation to cash in be¬ 
cause they see something they would like to buy, are 
really not helping the war effort. To buy a war bond in 
order to be with the crowd, and then sell it a few weeks 
later,is not playing the game. In fact it is a mild form 
of desertion — an action which a person would be 
ashamed of unless dire necessity made it imperative 
that he should cash in. 

to say that you cannot afford to keep up payments, 
if purchased on the instalment plan, is not sufficient 
excuse. Even though it may entail sacrificing some 
pleasure, or even something that has been essential in 
your daily living, it will stiffen your own morale to do 
without it in order to make good your promise to pay.

Seek Wife Of 
Deceased Tailor 

(Calgary Herald) 

When Norman P. Eastwood, 
Coleman tailor, died on April 
14,1935, it was thought that 
he had never married. 

Claimants to the estate of 
around $5,000 were two sisters 
and a brother residing in the 
United States, apparently his 
next-of-kin. 

But the administrators of 
the estate found a marriage 
certificate among the papers 
left by the deceased and a fur¬ 
ther step in necessary litiga¬ 
tion took place in supreme 
court chambers here to-day. 

To Find Wife 

Mr. Justice T. M. Tweedie 
adjourned an application by 
the sisters and brother of the 
deceased to have them de¬ 
clared next-of-kin for one year. 

In the meantime, it will be 
the duty of the administrator 
of the late Mr. Eastwood’s 
estate to continue enquiries 
respecting the whereabouts of 
the missing wife of the de¬ 
ceased. 

If all efforts to find her re¬ 
sult in failure, the estate will 
be distributed among the de¬ 
ceased’s blood relatives. 

Editor’s Note Enquiry a- 
mong several former intimate 
friends of deceased reveals 
that he was married in Idaho 
in 1900 or 1901. Mrs. East- 
wood never did reside in Cole¬ 
man though deceased resided 
here from 1918 till his death 
in 1935. Friends believe that 
his wife is dead though none 
can furnish proof.

* SINGLE MEN * 


A proclamation recently 
Issued by His Excellency, the 
Governor-General, requires that 
every single man, born In any year 
irom 1902 to 1923, both years 
Inclusive, who has not already re¬ 
ceived a notice or order to report 
for medical examination under 
compulsory military service, must 
fill out a special lorm at the office 
of a Postmaster, a Registrar of a 
Mobilization Board or an Em¬ 
ployment and Selective Service 
Officer not later than February 
1st, 1943. 

For this purpose the term “single 
man” also includes any male 
person who was a widower, or 
legally separated or d’vorced and 
without a child or children de¬ 
pendent on him at July 15, 1940, 
or any such male person who has 
suffered the loss of his dependent 
child or children after that date; 
and any male person who, though 
married at July 15th, 1940, since 
that date became a widower, 
legally separated or divorced, and 
i now without a child or children 
dependent on him. 

Please observe (hat single man 
who have received notices to report 
for medical examination under 
the military call-up and who have 
been examined as required, or 
men who are now In the Armed 
Forces, are NOT Included In those 
to register by February 1st. 
Penalties are provided for failure 
to register
